Officers Sent To 
Tr office School Are 
Riding Motorcycles 

Last year a Lower Merion Town- 
ship police sergeant and two patrol- 
men were sent to Northwestern Uni- 
versity Traffic Institute, Evanston, 
111., for special training in traffic 
work and scientific accident in- 
vestigation. 

This week, the two patrolmen, 
Philip Minnis and Bruce Valentine, 
are riding motorcycles. 
Three Shifts 

While Minnis and Valentine were 
on duty as traffic investigators, 
there was one specially trained traf- 
fic man on each of the three police 
shifts. Now there is one specialist 
only, Sgt. Joseph Mawhinney, on 
the day shift. 

On all shifts, however, each pa- 
trolman handles all accidents on his 
beat. Minnis and Valentine handle 
accidents only when they happen 
upon them. 

Some time within the past few 
months a plan for a traffic bureau 
was presented to the commissioners 
by Superintendent of Police Samuel 
W. Gearhart, . at a closed meeting. 
Separate Unit 

Under the plan, it was understood, 
the Bureau would have been a sep- 
arate administrative unit of the 
police department, with its officers 
responsible directly to Superintend- 
ent Gearhart.

Site on Main Line May Be Selected as 
Permanent United Nations Headquarters 



Political observers in New York 
and Philadelphia this week were dis- 
cussing the possibility that a Main 
Line site might be selected as a perma- 
nent headquarters for the United Na- 
tions. 

The speculation was touched off by 
the action Saturday of the U. N. As- 
sembly in widening the choice for a 
headquarters site to the entre United 
States. 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson, president 
of Temple University, said Sunday he 
felt tha tthe U. N. decision- gave the 
of being named as the site. 

While Dr. Johnson, who heads a 
committee seeking to bring the U. N. 
here, stated he personally preferred 
either the Belmont Plateau, in Fair- 
mont Park, or Roxborough, he con- 
ceded it was possible that the Main 
Line might receive the choice. 

The case for the Main Line and 
other Philadelphia suburban sites has 



long been pressed by Robert Gray 
Taylor, of Media, chairman of' the 
Delaware Valley Association for Uni- 
ted Nations Headquarters. 

Taylor has for months been travel- 
Philadelphia region a "50-50 chance" 
ing between New York and Washing- 
ton interviewing representatives of 
United Nations' countries lobbying for 
the selection of a Suburban Philadel- 
phia site. 

Specifically, Taylor has offered to 
the world diplomats seven possible lo- 
cations, among them sites in the Hav- 
erford-Bryn Mawr area, at Newton 
Square and at Sycamqre Mills. 

Taylor has assured them that pub- 
lic opinion in the neighborhood of the 
sites he has named will not be ad- 
verse to selection of a location near 
their homes as the new "world cap- 
ital." 

The. Headquarters Commission of 
U. N. has specified that it requires an 



area of approximately ten square 
miles. 

The decision by the U. N. Assem- 
bly to allow the site to be selected 
anywhere in the United States was re- 
sisted by the U. S. delegation which 
wanted only the New York and San 
Francisco areas considered. 

The British delegation, led by Sir 
Hartley Shawcross, led the fight which 
made any place in this country eligible, 
winning the vote by 28-15, with the 
support of France and Russia against 
the U. S. and China. 

Philadelphia was later specifically 
mentioned by Sir Hartley, along with 
Boston, as. places that might be "more 
desirable." 

The victory of the British in this 
dispute nullified months of work by 
a special U. N. committee, which 
rhose alternate areas in Westchester 
County, N. Y., and Fairfield County, 
Conn.

Narberth Borough School 
Board has suffered two serious 
blows, it was revealed this 
week. 

First, it stands to lose a 
$6000 appropriation from the 

State when the Legislature 
meets next January, 

And second, its students 
who attend Lower Merion 
Township secondary schools 
were told by F. A. Dubois, 
Lower Merion school superin- 
tendent, that they no longer 
may sneak rides on its school 
huses. 

New State Law 

A new system of allocating state 
funds was passed in May, 194.ywRicir 
provided that schools no leflger will 
be paid according to the' number of 
teachers per school, 'but instead will ■ 
be given a sum per unit of students. 

A unit was defined as the total en- 
rollment of the school divided by 30 
— considered the average number of 
students per class. Therefore, Nar- 
berth, which has fewer than 30 stu- 
dents in many of its classes, stands 
to lose under the new arrangement. 
The sum has been estimated at $6000. 

Dr. Walter Steckbeck, president of 
the Narberth School Board, will have 
an opportunity to protest against the 
system when he meets with the legis- 
lative committee of the Montgomery 
County School Directors' Association, 
to which he was appointed at its an- 
nual meeting last week. 

"We actually are being penalized . 
for having a progressive system of 
education, with more than enough 
teachers per class," Steckbeck com- 
mented when he was asked about the 
decreased appropriation. 

Barred From Busses 

Narberth students are again being 
barred from Lower Merion School 
District buses, as they were during 
the war, by the use of the ticket 
system. Children who live near the 
Borough line have been able to sneak 
rides now and again through the good 
offices of lenient bus drivers. 

But irate Lower Mcrion parents, 
complaining about conditions of over- 
crowding on buses have forced thc 
Lower Merion School Board to re- 
strict the buses to Lower Mcrion 
children, and no other. 

Narberth Borough, which prior to 
the war paid for rental of two school 
buses which carried children of the 
Borough to Township schools, had 
to discontinue this system under or- 
ders from the Office of Defense 
Transportation during the war. Now 
there are no longer funds available in 
the Borough's budget for bus trans- 
portation for children. 

Legally, neither thc Borough nor 
the Township, is required to provide 
transportation for children who live 
less than a mile and half from their 
schools. No Borough child lives far- 
ther, and since no money is available 
for bus transportation and Lower 
Merion can no longer find room to 
carry Borough children who hereto- 
fore have been getting rides on its 
Narberth students will do 
more walking in the future — either 
that or they will have to use public 
transportation.

Dr. Esenwein 
Dies at 79 



Dr. J. Berg Esenwein, a former, 
resident of Narberth and a well- 
known author, editor and lecturer, 
died suddenly at Springfield Ho*, 
pita!.

Dr. Esenwein. who was 79, had 
lived ( on Woodside Ave., Narberth, 
for ten years early in the century 
and had moved to Springfield about 
30 years ago. 

•When he lived in Narberth, lie 
was editor of the old Lipp'incott 
Magazine. He wrote textbooks on 
short story writing, and had been 
president of Albright College, Read- 
ing, Pa.

S POUTS 
IENE

Haverford High track followers 
werent surpVised a bit last week 
when Princeton University press 
releases featured a freshman cross, 
country runner named Stan John- 
son. His nam* is synonymous with 
record running at Haverford. 

Those who have followed Ford's 
fortunes in track and cross-country 
will readily recognize him as the 
blond little guy who looked as 
though he couldn't run around the 
block without falling over. He's 
unbeaten at Tigertown this year. 

Princeton publicity agents say 
tho Tigers have come up with a 
now teacher and pupil organization 
that is attracting spectators to 
Palmer Stadium for the finish of 
cross-country meets. That hasn't 
happened since Bonny Billy Bon- 
thron was smashing all standards 
for the Princetonions. 

The new teacher is Peter J. 
. Morgan, bespectacled, 38-year- 
old native of Trenton. Mor- 
gan, who turned out two na- 
tional interscholastio cross- 
country teams at Trenton 
High, previously ran for Notre 
Dame and New York Athletic 
Club. 

"We have something in Stan," 
says Morgan. "I get a tremend- 
ous' kick of just watching the little 
guy run." 

Johnson, whose short, stubby 
legs have been running all oppo- 
sition into the ground, stands a 
mere 5-foot-6. He's always wait- 
ing on the finish line with a word 
of encouragement for Tiger team- 
mates finishing behind him. 

Son of an ex-City College of 
New York runner, Johnson at 
17 is in his four year of cam- 
paigning. He started at Hav- 
erford in 1944, running the mile 
in 4.58 and the half-mile in 
2.11. The following year he 
pared the times to 4.47 and 
2.08. Last spring, taking dil- 
trict laurels in both events, ht 
turned the mile in 4.3S and the 
880 in 2.04. 

This fall. Johnson has been 
clockcil in 10..iS.S over Princeton's 
two-mile cross-country layout. 
That's 21 seconds better than the 
best time turned in last spring by 
any I'liiiceton two-miler on the 
Palmer Stadium cinders and only 
a sixteenth-second off the winning 
two-mile time in the 41st Prince- 
ton-Yale meet last May. 

Johnson loves the exacting train- 
ing grind and only worries about 
head winds, that can play havoc 
with a 100-poundcr. "However," 
Stan gleefully points out, "I'm 
gaining weight as I often do when 
I'm running regularly." 

He's right. Since September 
he has soared all the way from 
102 to 103 pounds! 
* * * 

Valley Forge Military Academy 
hasn't enjoyed spectacular success 
on the football field this season — 
the Wayne cadets were unbeaten 
last year — but in Dick Doheny they 
boast one of the Philadelphia dis- 
trict's best schoolboy passers.

Scoring in every period but the 
third, the Fords proved impressive on 
the offensive and impregnable while 
on the defensive. Lansdowne's Lords 
never threatened. 

Haverford capitalized on a 40-yard 
pass play to score in the opening 
period, then tallied three more touch- 
downs — two in the fourth period — on 
spectacular sprints by Charlie An- 
derson and Bud Anderson and An- 
derson's aerial to Mike Kirschner. 

Bob Steiert, Haverford halfback 
and one of three regulars from the 
1945 team, touched off the initial 
touchdown. Fading to his right, he 
connected with John Trickett for 40 
yards and the score.
